from a letter written by Governor Pickens, of
Bouth Carolina, addressed to President Buchanan
on the 17th of December, 1860, that the Rebels
demunded possession of the forts In Charleston
barbor three days before the Bouth Carolina
Oonventlon passed the ordinance of secesslon,

To the Presldent of the United States,

This letter was taken to Washiogton by D, i,
Hamilton, who styled himself *‘Major First
Regiment Bouth Carolina Volanteers.,” On his
return he reported to Governor Pickens that
be sought and Srocumd & private interview
with President Buchansan, through the aid of
Mr, W. H, Trescott, that ihe letter was read in
their presence, and that to Major Hamilton's
request that an answer was desired at the
earliest momen! possible, Buchanan replied that
an answer would be returned on the following
day, the 21st.

THE LETTER WITHDRAWN,

In the meantime, however, Mr. Trescolt
became nlarmed at the contents of the letter
and after consulting with General Bonham and
Genersl MceQueen, the three telegraphed to
Governor Plckens for nuthorlvy to withdraw the
Jetter, This was immediately given, and on the
morniog of the 21st Mr. Trescolt received the
missive back from Mr, Buchanan, The motive
for this action on the purt of Mr, Trescott and
Generals Bonbam snd MeQoeen would be left
in obscurlP? but for a letter of the former to
Governor Piokens, explaiuine fully the reasons
that prompted them, This lester tells Governor
Pilckens that the withdrawal of the letter
was  “most opportune;:” that President Bun-
chanan hud removed Colouel Gardiner (the
predecessor of Major Anderson) from com-
mand at Fort Moultrle, "“for carrying am-
munition from the arsenal at Charleston; thal
Buchanan had refused to send remforcements
to the garnison there., That he had ‘accepted
the resignation of the oldest, most t'.'minm::t'I and
highest member of his Cabinet (General Cass),
rather than consent to send additional force;
that the writer felt assured that, ‘at the moment,
Buchanen could not have gone to the extent of
action you desired’ }I.o wit, the glving up of Fort
Sumter), and that if forced to answer the letter
then, he would have taken such ground as would
have prevented his even approaching it here-
after; “that the writer was perfectly satisted
the “status of the garrison would nol be dis-
turbed;” and that the withdrawal of the letter
“was a great rellel to the President, who is
most earnestly anxious to avold an issue with
the State or its authorities, and 1 think has en-
eouraged his disposition to go as lur as he can
in this matter.”

ANDERSON'S OCCUPATION OF FORT BUMTER.

" Bouth Carolina troops having been ordered by
Pickens to the forts ia Charleston harbor, two
daye after Anderson's occupation of Fort Sum-
ter, Brigadier-Genersl Bimons informed Pickens
that the Rebel forces had been placad in unte-
nable positions, Inwsmuch as Sumter commanded
all the other forts. Bimons recommended the
oalling of a council of war to decide upon
%ltll guestion, but Pickens refused, writlng as
